The commission then, it is held, are restricted

the project as proper and expedient. Besides

wEAT TRE ACT PRovIDED.
The act provided that a tract of land not ex- a

ceeding 2,000 acres in extent lying on both a
sides of Rock creek should be "secured and t
perpetually dedicated and set apartas a public tpark or pleasure ground for the benefit and
en ment of the people of the United States r
to known by the name of Rock Creek Park.'
The sum of 61,200,000 was appropriated to e
pay for the land, one-half of the amoupit to be
reimburm to the treasury of the United States yin four4W installments, with interest at a e
per centum perannum. Theact did not under-
take to define the boundaries of the park fur- I
ther than to precribe that it should begin at *
the El le Forge bridge where it joins with
the Zool ical Park and run northwardly.
Between lings ford and the junction of the gBroad Branch road and Blagden Mill road the t
act says the park must be at no point less than t
600 foot or more than 1,200 feet wide, including t
the bed of the creek, of which not less than 200 rfeet shall be on either side of the creek.
North of the roads named the park was to be t
of such greater width as the commissioners
might select. rThe act provides also that the commission ahaving ascertained the cost of the land, includ- t
ing expenses shall assess such proportion of gsuch cost and expenses upon the lands, lots and t
blocks situated in the District of Columbia
specially benefited by reason of the location
and improvement of the park as nearly as may I
be in proportion to the benefits resulting to s
such real estate. The assessment when con-
firmed by the court shall be divided into four r
equal payments and may be paid by any Party f
interested in full or in one, two, three and four g
years, with 6 per cent interest on all deferred
payments. In cam the assessment yields an t
excess over the cost of the k not exceeding t
410.000 such excess shall used in the im-
provement of the park, but any excess above
010,000 shall be refunded ratably.

ABOVE BLAGDE'S WILL.
The meanderings of the creek, which add to fthe beauty of the region, greatly increased the

perplexities of the problem that presented itself
to the park commission when they began the
work of laying out the creek. They had to lay
out a park which would be on both sides of the tcreek, contain not more than 2,000 acres, and
comply with other restrictions of the act. As
It was well known that one purpose of the act
was to secure Rock creek against pollution, the
commission set about the work w-ith a view to
include all of Bock creek from Klingle ford to
the District boundary witbin the park.

Promptly at the beginning of the Fifty-fir

Congress the bills were reintredneed
Decemberd, both Mr. Ingalls and Mr.
sherssa Offered il& in the Senate. Mr. In
galls' bill limited the width of the pak t
1,oo feet, made it begin at M cusett
avenue and extend all along the creek to the
District liE. The Commissioners of the
District were charged with negotiating for
or condemning the property and required
to report their action to Congress. NO
appropriation was made. Mr. Sherman's
bill was similar to Mr. Hemphill's, ex-
cept that it named the Kingle
Fl';l bridge as the starting point, and, instead
of making a direct appropriation, provided for
the issue of $1,200.000 in District bonds to pay
for the park, provision bing made that one-
half the sum shoulst be refunded by the United
States to the District.

EEK SANDS.
CHANGEs PROPOSED IN TRE NOUsI.

This bill was passed by the Senate January
28, 1890. When the bill went to the House Die
trict committee it was there modified consid-
erably. The name of the park was changed
to Columbus Memorial Park. This was done
In deference to the Columbus sentiment that
then had a big swing at the Capitol. For the
first time thelimitation as to width south of the
Broad Branch and Blagden Mill roads appeared.This strip of the park was not to exceed 500
feet on either side of the creek. The whole
tract to be acquired was limited to 2,000 acres.
A direct appropriation of $1,200,000 was in-
serted, one-half to be charged to the District
and provision was made that half the annual
charge of maintenance should be paid by the
District. Another ghange placed the park,when purchased, under the joint control of
the District Commissioners and the chief of
engineers of the army.

A TEMPORARY DEFEAT.
March 24 the bill was up in the House and

warmly debated. Strong speeches in favor of
the bill was made by Messrs. Grout, Cannon,
Atkinson. Moore, Hooker, Heard and Hemp-hill, while Messrs. Kerr, Payson and Blount
opposed it. The proposed name of the park
was cut down from "Columbus Memoriall" to
plain "Columbus." Before the consideration
of the bill was completed it went over. April28 it came up again in committee of the whole.
An amendment by Mr. Payson to assess the
benefits to adjacent lands was agreed to. The
bill was favorably reported to the House the
same day and defeated-ayes 78, noes 88. Mr.
Hemphill, who had voted in the negative for
the purpose, immediately moved a reconsidera-
tion. The friends of the bill were not dis-
couraged by the temporary defeat. An active
and careful canvass made of the members ab-
sent or not voting that day led them to believe
that the result might have been different in a
fuller vote. The bill came up again May 26, onthe motion to reconsider, and the excellent
work done meanwhile by the citizens' [commit-tee was shown when the bill was passed by a
vote of 107 to 83.
The bill then went to conference committee,where it underwent further changes. One

thing done by the conference committee was to
drop the namoeColumbus and restore the name
of Rock creek. The House amendment pro-viding for assessing benefits to adjacent o
erty was retained. The amount of 01,20,0
was appropriated, and it was provided that the
commission should be composed of the chief of
engineers, the Engineer Commissioner of the
District and three citizens to be nominated bythe President and confirmed by the Senate.

THE FINAL VIcToRY.
By good management Mr. Hemphill secured

the consideration of the conference report by
the House September 25. 1890, and the report
was agreed to-ayes, 123: noes, 65. On the fol-
lowing day it was agreed to by the Senate. The
next day it reached the President and became
a law, having received his signature Saturday,
September 27. The President showed a deepinterest in the measure, not only by his prompt
approval of it, but by immediately nominatingthe three *ivilian oommiseioners, so there
might bend delay in carrying its provisions
Into effect,

'ihe commissIon was composed of Gen.Thomas L. Casey, the chief of engineers, andLieut. CoL. Henry M. Robert, the EngineerCommissioner of the District, who were meem-bers of the board by virtue of their offies, andthree citizens appointed by the President, Gen.H. V. Boynton, Prof. S. P. Langley and Mr. B.Roes Perry. In addition Capt. Rosseli, the as-
sistant to the Engineer Commissioner, in chargeof public highways, became by law the ex-ecutive officer to the commission. Upon the re-tirement of CoL. Robert from the offce ofEngineer Commissioner of the District, Capt.Rossell, who was appointed Engineer Commas-sioner, by virtue of that fact became a membe:
of the Rock Creek Park coutmission and Caps.Fiebiger became the executive offier of the
commission.

He declares
that he has etudied the peuple who go to the

big music halls, who crowd the pits and the
allees of the high-priced theates, and who
are put a fortune into the pokets of Barnum

and Bailey, "Bufalo Bill" tody. Imre Kiralfy
and two or three other venturesome American
managers; and, following the lead of those
men, but om a soale literally so

cheap as to astound the Briton. the
new speculator will proceed to make another
half million. In short, he is going to place in
the very heart of London a diame museum. He
is going to "bill it out of sight." he vows; he
is going to advertise in the daily prints with
such apparent proligality that even Sir Au-
gustus Harris will gaze in open-mouthed won-

der. an. finally, be is going to give the una-
tutored English public a most felicitous intro-
duction to the curio and freak worlds which
form so large a part of American amusements
today. The speculation is a bold one. To
divorce the London -me- from their old love
of the music hall, with its ever handy liquid
refreshment attachment: to take them away
from the pit, with its privlege of a free voice
in prame or condemnation; to make them be-
lieve that the strangest things in the cirens
side shows can be seen for ninepemo, is the
task which this nervy manager has set before
himself. He says 'e can win success. He
knows the objections which face ham. ae can
overcome them, he says, but he won't tell
how. But this he does promise, however.
Inside of a twelvemonth there will be in Lon-
don an equivalent of the American dime
museum. It will have the hourly variety
performanoes common with us; it will have
the greatest of the freaka. among them many
who were shown to gaping crowds by Barnum
at Olympia; it will have wax figures to com-
pare with those at Mme. Tuasaud's; it will have
the standard English dramas acted in forty-
Ave minutes by actors who have played in the
best and biggest of the London theaters;
all these it will have for ninepence or thero-
about. 'How can they get away from me?"
asks this bold innovator. "U -give them
ten times their money's worth. They've got
to support miI. ll get the freaks, too.
Il taue over there Joo, and I'l pay
that dog-faced boy OA00 a week-think
of it, £120-and where's the leading man or the
leading woman in London who earns as much
as that for a week's work? Moreover, Ill have
a sworn copy of Jo-Jo's contract with me
printed in the advertising columns of the news-
papers. Il give them Milie Christine, the
two-headed black girl, who has never in her
life worked for less than o*00 a week. I'l gave
them Unzie. another high-priced one. And IL
give them Circassians, tack eaters, frog eaters,
glass dancers, snake charmers. Zulus, turtle
boys, Albmos, strong men, chest expanders,
hard-skull men, iron-jawed women, stone
breakers and a hundred other more or less
'fakey' curios. ULl-make the (Cassisms over
there to ears steerage money. A 'fright
wig' well greased will make a in.
Cireasan for any museum. Fr manu-
facture my Albanos there, too, with
white wigs and pink-colored eyes. If I an rind
the right men, also, I'll get up myown elastic
skin' freaks and 'hard-skulled men.' Fm look-
ing for half a dozen cocaine lends and mor-
phine eaters in London, too. I want to make
'human pincushions' out of them. They are
very thick with us. you know, but lately the
public has 'turned 'em down.' They'll go in
London, though. You can torture a good
cocaine fiend icgantly without any objection
from him, and it sets the people crazy.
